Claims 1-22 (canceled). 

Claim 23 (currently amended): A method for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system, the method comprising: 

receiving s e nding a message from a sender to a transmitter; 

transmitting th e m e ssag e from the transmitter to at a service provider; and 

transmitting the message from the service provider to a recipien t, the recipient being 
serviced by the service provider, such tha tw herein the message is transmitted from the service 
provider to the recipient only if the sender does not fifi<»e -appear on a hst of exclusions; 

wherein one of: 

a) -the service provider transmits recipient receives the message anonymously to the 
recipient and notifi e s th e servic e provide r receives notification if the recipient wants to have the 
sender of the message put on a list of exclusions, the notification to the service provider 
containing a message identifier as an identification signal from which only the service provider 
can determine an identity of the sender, with the message identifier being a reference to a storage 
location of one of a message URI and a message identification element Message-EDraad 

b) th e r e cipient receiv e s th e message with an ahas name and notifies the s e rvice provid e r 
if the recipi e nt wants to hav e th e send e r of the messag e put on the list of e xclusions, with th e 
notification to th e s e rvic e provid e r containing th e alias nam e as an identification signal . 

Claim 24 (previously presented): A method for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 23, wherein the hst of exclusions is managed by the 
service provider. 
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Claim 25 (previously presented): A method for blocking imdesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 23, wherein the Ust of exclusions is a personal, 
individual hst of exclusions of the recipient. 

Claim 26 (previously presented): A method for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 23, wherein the hst of exclusions is a general hst of 
exclusions that is taken into consideration for at least one of all recipients and groups of 
recipients. 

Claim 27 (previously presented): A method for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 23, wherein the notification to the service provider is 
formed as a self-contained abstract message. 

Claim 28 previously presented): A method for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 27, wherein the notification to the service provider is 
integrated in the abstract message in the an information element form. 

Claim 29 (previously presented): A method for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 23, wherein the notification to the service provider is 
contained in user data of a Multimedia Message 

Claim 30 (previously presented): A method for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 23, wherein the notification to the service provider 
contains further information for the filter fimctionality, including at least one of a type of the hst 

of exclusions and time limitations. 

Claim 3 1 (currently amended): A system for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system, comprising: 

a transmitter for transmitting a m e ssag e fi-om a s e nd e r; 
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a service provider for receiving #ie-a.message from th e transmitte r a sender, wherein the 
service provider transmits the message to t -egid 

a recipient served by the service provider, th e r e cipient being able to rec e ive the m e ssag e 
from the service provider, such that the service provider transmits the message to the recipient 
only if the sender does not figur e i n appear on a list of exclusions; 

wherein the message is transmitted by the service provider anonymously, and the service 
provider receives notification e ne-efe 

a) the r e cipient r e ceiv e s th e m e ssag e anonymously and notifies th e s e rvice provid e r if the 
recipient wants to have the sender of the message put on a list of exclusions, the notification to 
the service provider containing a message identifier as an identification signal from which only 
the service provider can determine an identity of the sender, with the message identifier being a 
reference to a storage location of one of a message URI and a message identification element 
Message-IDi-«id 

b) th e r e cipi e nt receives the message with an alias name and notifies th e service provider 
if the r e cipient wants to hav e the send e r of the messag e put on the hst of exclusions, with th e 
notification to the s e rvic e provider containing the alias nam e as an id e ntification signal . 

Claim 32 (previously presented): A system for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 31, wherein the service provider manages the list of 
exclusions. 

Claim 33 (previously presented): A system for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 31, wherein the hst of exclusions is a personal, 
individual list of exclusions of the recipient. 

Claim 34 (previously presented): A system for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 31, wherein the list of exclusions is a general Ust of 
exclusions that is taken into consideration for at least one of all recipients and groups of 
recipients. 
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Claim 35 (previously presented): A system for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 31, wherein the notification to the service provider is 
formed as a self-contained abstract message. 

Claim 36 (previously presented): A system for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 35, wherein the notification to the service provider is 
integrated in the abstract message in an information element form. 

Claim 37 (previously presented): A system for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 31, wherein the notification to the service provider is 
contained in user data of a Multimedia Message. 

Claim 38 (previously presented); A system for blocking undesirable messages in a 
mobile radio system as claimed in claim 31, wherein the notification to the service provider 
contains further information for filter fimctionality, including at least one of a type of the Ust of 
exclusions and time limitations. 

Claim 39 (new): A method for blocking undesirable messages in a mobile radio 

system, the method comprising: 

receiving a message from a sender at a service provider; 

transmitting the message from the service provider to a recipient serviced by the service 
provider using an ahas name for the sender, wherein the message is transmitted from the service 
provider to the recipient only if the sender was not previously placed on a list of exclusions, and 
wherein sender identification related to the alias name is only known to the service provider; and 

receiving notification at the service provider if the recipient wants to have the sender of 
the message put on the hst of exclusions, wherein the notification to the service provider contains 
the ahas name as an identification signal. 
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Claim 40. (new): A system for blocking imdesirable messages in a mobile radio 
system, comprising: 

a service provider for receiving a message from a sender, wherein the service provider 
transmits the message to a recipient served by the service provider, such that the service provider 
transmits the message to the recipient only if the sender was not previously placed on a list of 
exclusions; 

wherein the message is transmitted by the service provider anonymously using an alias 
name for the sender, and the service provider receives notification if the recipient wants to have 
the sender of the message put on the list of exclusions, with the notification to the service 
provider containing the alias name as an identification signal. 
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
